Crisis Cost Over Two Million. 


Washington. May 9.—The Urst hic 
memorandum of expense on account 
of the Mexican crisis sent to congress 
was submitted today when the house 
received estimates aggregating $2,- 
701,327 for pay, subsistence, supplies, 
horses, barracks, transportation and 
engineering work for the troops now 
at Vera Cruz and on the Mexican 
border. 
The memorandum briefly says “the 
necessity for these deficiency esti­ 
mates could not have been foreseen 
when the previous estimates were sub­ 
mit ted." 
There was no reference to 
the army plans. Congress was asked 
to make the appropriation immedi­ 
ately. 
The largest item is $1.483 074 for 
transportation of the army, which is 
additional to tho $946,371 estimated 
on March 17. 
This amount the war 
department sa>s is required to cover 
the expense of moving the troops, to 
keep certain transports in commis 
sion, the chartering of vessels, pur 
chase of coal and water, aud o. steve­ 
doring in connection with chartering 
vessels and the purchase of addi­ 
tional draft and pack animals Re­ 
quired for the proper equipment of 
troops in the Held.

to get at the honey the bee must first 
brush, with its pollen-covered body, 
against the stigma, thus completing 
the pollination.

rh is means that the wrecking of 
private fortunes by dishonest trust 
tees is virtually a thing of the past 
iii England. 
Ten years ago ii was a 
frequent thing for a trusted family 
lawyer to make off with the money 
that had been left to his clients, often 
widows ami orphans. 
Today *' e ad­ 
ministration of private estP.es is al­ 
most. wholly in the hands of the pub­ 
lic trustee, behind whom tile gov­ 
ernment stands responsible for the 
funds entrusted to his care. 
The success of this office, estab­ 
lished six years ago, has exceeded the 
expectations even of its promoters. 
It started business with four assist­ 
ants and now requires a staff of 400. 
The office can act, as trustee of be­ 
quests or executors of wills in their 
entirety, as administrator of marriage 
settlements, 
general 
custodian 
of 
lunds and guardians of children. 
Mr. Stewart now acts as parent of 
900 children, so far as the care and 
disbursement of their money is con­ 
cerned. 
The largest estate which tile office 
was called upon to handle was $5,000,- 
000 and the smallest $75. The aver­ 
age value of the estates dealt with, 
however, is about $40,000 
showing 
% 
that well-to-do persons are its patrons 
more generally than* the very wealthy 
or very poor. 
People are beginning 
to 
realize 
that when trust funds are placed in 
private hands there is always risk of 
loss through fraud, incompetence or 
neglect. 
With a government office 
like that of public trustee the possi­ 
bility of loss through specula* ions is 
done away with. The trustee can in- 
\e st only in approved securities. And 
even at the worst, if investments turn 
out badly, there is no risk of the logs 
of the principal, because the govern­ 
ment is responsible for that.

business at this time, and it may

warrant operations at a very small 
percentage of capacity. 
During the 
first four months in 1911 locomotive 
orders placed called for a total of 
only €32 engines, or at the average 
rate of under 1,900 engines annualy.

American Locomotive company alone 
has a productive capacity of about 
3,500 locomotives yearly, while the 
Baldwin Works is understood to he 
able to turn out about 2,500 engines 
and the Lima Locomotive Corporation 
about 1,200 engines a year.

The drastic policy of retrenchment 
adopted by the Pennsylvania man­

Control and Suppression of Hog 
Cholera. 
By Dr. B. W. Murphy. 
IV. 
Farmers in Bettis 
county 
should 
know and realize that a very large 
per cont of hog cholera is spread from 
farm to farm by being cairied on the 
shoes, wagon 
w’heels, 
feeding 
of 
stock, and other forms of communi­ 
cation. 
He should, therefore, exer­ 
cise great care when 
visiting 
his 
neighbor’s 
hog 
lots 
or 
when 
he 
suspects his own animals to be sick. 
The common practice of calling on 
a neighbor to examine 
sick 
hogs 
usually results in that neighbor car­ 
rying the disease back to bds own 
herd, 
When one realizes that it is 
a very* difficult thing, even for an ex­ 
perienced expert, to make a definite 
diagnosis of cholera, at 
this 
time, 
among the animals that ere apparent­ 
ly “off feed,” the good 
that 
would 
come from a. neighbor’s visit, and his 
advise,, is of very little value. 
It is 
advised that the safest way, under 
these conditions, is to separate the. 
sick animals from the well ones, and 
await iurther developments. 
After a 
clay or* two. the positive symptoms of 
cholera will begin to showr up,'and it 
is noticed that the suspected animal 
will lay around and refuse to move. 
If an attempt is made to 
make 
it 
stand on its feet, it will do so with 
considerable difficulty, and will ap­ 
pear unable to use the hind quarters. 
■When if walks it will weave from side 
to side, and marked incoordination is 
present. 
The eyeballs and tho eye: 
lids are considerably reddened, and 
th** animal shows a hign fever. Tho 
back is “humped-up,” tho nose held 
close to the ground, and tho ears 
hang limp; there is no ^response ..to 
calling or 
other 
sounds. 
Profuse 
diarrhoea, of a green is mb lack color, 
may be present, and this later may 
assume a yellowish tinge. 
An examination of the skin under 
the shoulders, at the base of the ears 
or on the inside of the hams, will 
shew* the skin to be of a red color. 
Sometimes this redness covers areas 
the size of one’s hand or may' extend 
over the entire surface; other times 
it will show as spots from the size 
of a pea tip to an inch in diameter. 
These spots have a purplish red color, 
and the bordels usually end abruptly. 
If clean water is placed on the skin 
over these spots they will shew up 
move markedly. 
The sick animals lay with the ter­ 
mini on the ground; they will try to 
hide under the bedding in the pen, 
and "ften they will burrow’ into tile 
strew* and are not found until they 
hkve been dead several dajs. 
It the acute type of cholera is pres­ 
ent, usually one or two animals die 
four to six days after the first symp­ 
tom of sickness is noticed. 
A care­ 
ful examination of the herd at. this 
time will show a large per cent, while 
apparently well, have fever, and later 
will come down with the disease. The 
presence of cholera at this time is 
very' plain, and the farmer owning 
th** hogs should immediately commun­ 
icate with the 
neighbors 
in 
his 
V icinity,inform ing 
thorn 
of the 
condition and suggesting that any of 
their hogs that may have been ex­ 
posed should be taken up and placed 
in a separate l>en or some safe place 
where the contagion cannot spread 
to them. 
Farmers should realize 
that 
the 
presence of hog cholera is an unfor­ 
tunate calamity that has existed I or 
th* past fiftv years, and that the only 
and proper way that the disease can 
be eradicated and 
controlled 
through the co-operation, of the en 
•tire community, all w aring along 
the same lines to 
accomplish the 
same end. 
T h erefore, it is advised 
that as much. publicity as possible 
should be given to the community in 
w’hich you live wrhen the disease has 
attacked your hogs.

“Katy” Booms Its Lands, 


Practically all Pettis county citi­ 
zens know by reputation Mr. R, AV. 
Hockaday, industrial commissioner of 
the M., K. & T. railway, and many of 
them know him personally, as he vis­ 
its us frequently and has a high re­ 
gard for the progressiveness of our 
people and never misses an opportu­ 
nity to say through his public ad­ 
dresses and publications complimen­ 
tary things about us, particularly the 
efforts being made here for improved 
agriculture. 
Recently Mr. Hoekadav addressed 
a letter to the commercial agent's of 
all of the leading rail^ads east, west 
and south, descriptive of the lands 
and agricultural opportunities adja­ 
cent to Katy lines in Missouri and 
Kansas that is high class publicity. 
The following extracts 
are 
taken 
from Mr. Hockaday's letter; 
“In general the lands on and con­ 
tiguous to the Katy lines in Missouri 
and Kansas are very fertile ami pro­ 
ductive . A large percentage of the 
land is in cultivation, and probably 
60 to 75 per cent is cultivated by resi­ 
dent owners. 
The farms are gener­ 
ally well Improved and well stocked. 
Of late years the farmers have de­ 
termined that continuous crc) farm­ 
ing was depleting the soil of ifs fer­ 
tility, and they have 
been 
giving 
more attention to dairying and live 
stock. 
This change iii farming has 
resulted in the planting of a lar^e 
acreage to alfalfa, and the building 
of many silos. 
In some sections a 
careful soil analysis has disclosed the 
soil to be sour and unsuited to alfal­ 
fa production unless limed. The land 
owners have been purchasing large 
quantities of ground limestone and 
distributing it over their fields to 
sweeten tile soil. This treatment has 
made possible many fine fields of al­ 
falfa where such crops were not for­ 
merly considered practicable. 
‘‘There are many breeders of fine 
stock in both Missouri and Kansas, 
and the production of pure bred ani­ 
mals is rapidly increasing.
